When Jackson was appointed, we urged in this corner that the Franklin

| oppose her. Given the party’s strong advantage in Franklin County, it 
seemed that it could elect a Black Republican judicial candidate, and in any 
event, such a race would ensure an increase in Blacks on the county bench.

She has 
wgained some experience on the bench, and she has shown in her new 
“position. We hope that voters across the county will look at what she brings 

to this court-not only her race and gender, but her demonstrated qualifica- 
tions and experience-and retain Janet Jackson on the Franklin County 
Municipal Court.

OSU minority program called ‘window dressing’ 


lam w ‘iting in regards to 
all of the recent media cov- 
erage concerning Ohio State 
University President 
Edward Jennings’ attempt 
to increase Black student 
enrollment at the university. 
This is obviously another 
window dressing campaign 
as have been all of the past 
affirmative action “projects” 
at Ohio State. 

When will the OSU 
admin ration realize that 
its gre .est asset in attract- 
ing Black students to Ohio 
State is the treatment of the 
Black students who are 


university: : 

Fhe OSU experience for 
most Black students is a 
nightmare! We sit in library 
study carrels with the words 
“nigger” and “coon™ written 
above our heads. We go into 
toilet stalls and are con- 
fronted with the same graf- 
fitti. Many white professors 
openly acknowledge that 
they never give “coloreds” 
an A because they are incap- 
able of such an achievement 
(even though they have 
earned it). 

We are forced or manipu- 
lated to do research papers, 
thesis and dissertations on 
Black topics because profes- 


sors think that’s all we can ~ 


possibly write about. We are 
often given false informa- 
tion by white counselogs 
causing us to take more 
courses than we actually 
needed to take in order to 
graduate. 

We are also often denied 
permission to enroll in a 
closed out course by the pro- 
fessor only to discover that 
the white student who 
arrives to the classroom 
after us is granted permis- 
sion by the professor to take 
the course. 

Regarding graduate stu- 
dents, many white profes- 
sors openly acknowledge 
that they hate to get those 
“colored boys and girls” 
from the south because they 
don't adjust well here. 

Many Black graduate 
students (the majority of 
whom were turned down for 
the minority fellowships but 
were determined to come 
here anyway) are denied 
graduate teaching associate- 
ships even though they may 
have teaching experience in 
their field. In fact, most 
Black graduate students 
acknowledge that they are 
treated like invisible men 
and women in their depart- 
ments until it’s time for the 
Office of Minority Affairs” 
Annual Minority Graduate 
Visitation Day Program 
which occurs in November. 
Then we are “shined up" like 
trophies and put on display 


as simulated proof, to the 
visiting Black scholars, that 
their department is commit- 
ted to affirmative action. 
After the scholars have 
toured the department, we 
are thanked for our cooper- 
ation and are returned~to- 
our invisible status. 


If the Office of Minority 
Affairs kept statistics on the 
number of visiting Black 
scholars who apply for 
admissions to the university 
and the number that actu- 
ally get accepted, this data 
would reveal that the prob- 
lem with Black enrollment is 


“bt that BlackS are hot app- 
lying but that Blacks are not. ' 


being accepted. 

The reason why there are 
no Black faculty in most 
academic departments is 
because white department 
chairs don’t want any. It's 
just that simple. The argu- 
ment that there are no quali- 
fied Blacks has become a 
wornout cliche. On the other 
hand, OSU brags about 
being the number one pro- 
ducer of Black Ph.D's; yet, 
on the other hand, the same 
Blacks aren't qualified to 
teach at the university which 
granted them the degree. 
Yet, white females are 
granted such privileges. 

Because of affirmative 
action, white women have 
made tremendous gains 
while Blacks are still at the 
bottom. I challenge Jen- 
nings to survey most OSU 
academic departments for 
minorities and’ he will find 
no Black professors, instruc- 
tors, or Jecturers but quite a 
large number of white 
females who were hired 
within the last five years. 

When Jennings uses the 
term minority, little does he 
realize that he is giving 
department chairs the 
opportunity to avoid hiring 
qualified Blacks by hiring 
unqualified white females. 

An indepth study needs to 
be done on what is meant by 
the phrase “we can’t find any 
qualified Blacks.” Are we 
not qualified to do the job or 
not qualified to be the tok- 
ens and flunkies white peo- 
ple desire of us. I have two 
masters degiees in my field, 
considerable experience, 
and currently a doctoral 
candidate, yet | am consi- 
dered unqualified for any- 
thing and everything by 
OSU. However, Miss “blue- 
eyed and blond” has a B.A. 
in women studies, has no 
work experience except col- 
lege work study, and she is 
qualified for everything. 
Something is wrong with 
this kind of logic, yet it is 
alive and well in our society. 

There are no Black aca- 


demic deans and a relatively 
few Black counselors, There 
are no Blacks in admissions. 
This “lazy” department just 
depends on the recruiters in 
the Office of Minority 
Affairs to round up Blacks 
“forthe university every year. ' 
The Office of Communi- 
cation Services, regarded as 
the official voice of the uni- 
versity, the media relations 
department, has no Black 
writers or editors. They too 
claim that there are no quali- 
fied Blacks in journalism. 
University Development, 
the university’s official fund- 
Hating department has no 
Blacks. 


The incredible thing is 
President Jennings wonders 
why minority enrollment is 
down. The answer is quite 
simple. 

“Being on one of the larg- 
est and most prestigious 
universities in the country 
doesn't mean a damn when 
you are treated like ‘s—t’.”

Nationally, U.S. Sen. Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan has proposed a 
modification of welfare laws 
which would more strongly 
encourage work rather than wel- 
fare and would place the respon- 
sibility for child care and support 
on fathers, whether they are 
absent or not. 

But work, while a preferred 
alternative to welfare, is a viable 
alternative for many single moth- 
ers only if effective supportive ser- 
vices — such as day care and sub- 
sidized medical benefits — are in 
place. In fact, studies of benefits 
show that, when one looks at the 


jh. 
potential costs of working, the 
current system, in which families 
lose their medical benefits and 
most pay for child care upon leav- 


* ing welfare, actually result in a 


substantial cut in income when © 
parent with children is working at 
or near the minimum wage. 


Obviously, then, the solution is 
higher-paying jobs. Thus, many of 
the alternatives which have been 
looked at also called for increased 
training opportunities for welfare 
recipients. Ohio's program was 
applauded as being effective in 
this area. 


But at the end of the training, 
there must be a viable job at a 
higher salary. And, there has 
been, in the United States, a 
strange split in the array of jobs 
available; many of the new jobs 
which have been created in the 
past few years are at a pay range 
below $7.00 per hour -- not very 
much to support a family on. 


Workfare is not a bogeyman, 
which will destroy families, as 
some of its most strident detrac- 
tors believe. Yet is not a savior, as 
many of its most ardent suppor- 
ters believe, It is a program with 
promise — and problems.

1 had first read “Animal Farm” 
during my senior year in high 
school in 1954, Back then, we stu- 
dents failed to fully appreciate 
Orwell's insight! The Soviet 
Union was the only major animal 
farm, Now, sadly enough, 
Orwell's fable is no longer fic- 
tional for a large part of the 
world’s population. 


5 for the School Board 


Decolonized Africa stands as a 
living example of Orwell's 
“Animal Farm.” In places like 
Ghana, Nigeria and Uganda, peo- 
ple were promised a new ¢ra once 
the Western “Joneses” were 
removed. The people were sold 
the Marxist messianic creed, 
promising salvation and plenty on 
earth -- not now, but sometime in 
the future. 


The Africans’ British, French or 
Portuguese masters cither left 
peaceably or were forced out. But 
the people, like the animals on 
Orwell's farm, found their new 
masters far worse. Sovereignty 
was confused with freedom. 
Ghana was Africa’s richest coun- 
try when it became independent in 
1950; now it’s one of the poorest. 
In places like Uganda, the Central 
African Empire, Mozambique, 
where the rule of law for the com- 
mon man existed during colonial 
times, there has been mass murder 
and genocide. 

The African common man, like 
Orwell’s animals, might now 
wonder whether life was better 
under colonization than under 
their new dictators. 

Much of the brutality in Africa 
is home brewed. But the western 


In one of the most critical elections in the history of the Columbus Public 
Schools, Columbus voters will be going to the polls to select five of the seven 
members of the board of education. 

This election is coming at an important time: the school board must hire a 
new superintendent to lead the district into the 1990s. The new board must 
also implement a reorganization which will attempt to increase the quality 
and choices within the Columbus Public Schools, as it maintains the 
system’s racial and social integration. 

We believe that the election is both a referendum on the past and a 
guidepost for the future. As such, we believe it is appropriate to elect to the 
board a good mixture of people, who will be able to retain some of the 
positives of the past and yet, reflect some new ideas. 

In that regard, we have decided to endorse the following candidates 
incumbents Pauline Radebaugh, Robert Weiler and Richard Fahey, and

Hobson and Donald Conley, 


Hobson and Conley have expressed strong commitment in the school 
system. Hobson, indeed, is a former finalist for appointment to the board, is 
a leader in several booster programs in the Mifflin area and also a member 
of advisory boards to the mayor. Conley is a product of the school system, and 
retains close ties to the system. In addition, his legal background would 
serve the board in good stead as it faces a number of potentially difficult 
legal issues--including the implementation of its new ban on corporal 


punishment. 


While we have not agreed with every decision made by the current 
board--indeed, we disagreed vehemently with some, such as the tax abate- 
ments for The Limited and Ross Labs, where we did not believe legitimate 
issues of minority participation were considered in the abatements--we also 
believe, on balance, that the current board has expressed a serious commit- 
ment to the education of all children in Columbus, and is honestly grappling 
for ways to improve the system’s options and quality. In that regard, some 
credit must be given to Weiler, Fahey and Radebaugh, who have been able 
to implement some sweeping and serious changes in the way the Columbus 
Public Schools system conducts its business of educating students. 

There are several other Black candidates in the race which we did not 
endorse. While we are pleased to see the interest, involvement and commit- 
ment of people like Charlene Morgan, Shirley Walker, Michael Jones and 
Gene Caslin, we are convinced that there is a certain value in continuity, and 
we question whether the election of what would amount to an almost 
entirely different board would be in the best interest of the children of the 
district, both Black and white. 

The system is facing some exciting challenges. We are convinced that, 
with a collegial atmosphere and the sense of continuity that our endorsees 
would bring, the schools can build on its efforts to become the best urban 
school system in the country.

nations, including the United 
States, have been accomplices. In 
the name of economic develop- 
ment assistance, Westerners sent 
billions of dollars to Africa.

That's why Blacks 
must ask; What's to come after 
apartheid? Black rule alone is no 
guarantee of Black freedom.

About a fifth of all American 
children grow up poor, and nearly 
half of all Black children are poor. 

Facts like those ought to shock, 
but they don't, As a nation, we've 
become immune from human suf- 
fering and from making the policy 
changes that help children grow 
up into strong, healthy independ- 
ent achieving adults, 

But the business community, 
which has a stake in tomorrow's 
workforce, seems to show a new- 
found interest in education, social 
welfare, and child development 
] rograms, 

I say “new-found” because his- 
torically business was more inter- 
ested in direct training efforts to 
bring skills to the unskilled, It was 
only when industry realized that 
the schools were graduating peo- 
ple deficient in basic reading and 
math skills, that it evidenced 
serious concern with public 
education. 


Education reform is important, 
but it can't exist in isolation. It has 
to be accompanied by efforts to 
break the debilitating effects of 
poverty. 

The best training programs and 
education reforms are those that 
begin with prenatal care for child- 
ren of poor parents and continue 
on through child care, pre-school, 
and health care programs. 

A landmark in business’ evolu- 
tion to a new realism is a report 
issued by the prestigious Commit- 
tae for Economic Development. 

Entitled “Children in Need,” 
the CED report calls for a

At PEC meeting, Duncan urges concern for rising ‘underclass’ *

Atéa luncheon meeting for 
abouf 200 key business and pro- 
fessignal leaders, the Private 
Industry Council of Columbus 
and Franklin County, a program 
to provide training for unem- 

id adults and youth, unveiled 
n*afnnual report which showed 
success in meeting its program 
goals for the previous year. 
«However, former Judge Robert 
™M. Duncan, who served as the 
keynote speaker for the confer- 
ence, described the need for even 
greater effort in behalf of the’ 
poor, particularly the Black poor, 
in Columbus, citing the develop- 
ment of an “economic underclass” 
in what is otherwise a thriving 
city. r 

According to figures released 
by the PIC director Wiley Clod- 
felder, the program, during the 
year ending June 30, placed over 
1000 adults and 660 youth in jobs 
paying more than $5.00 per hour— 
300 more than the previous year, 
and more than the federal pro- 
gram standards demand. 


In addition, the PIC has more 
than 8,000 young people in train- 
ing programs, Clodfelder said,

and has initiated a number of new 
programs to help decrease welfare 
dependency in Franklin County. 

PIC is developing a program 
called Project Self-Sufficiency, 
which will link the efforts of the 
council and the Columbus Met- 
ropolitan Housing Authority to 
provide job and training oppor- 
tunities to the residents of subsid- 
ized housing. 

According to Clodfelder, the 
local PIC’s cost of placing adults

in unsubsidized employment was 
almost 50 percent less than more 
than $6,000 alloted by the federal 
government, and the cost of plac- 
ing similarly situated youth was 
about 14 percent less than the fed- 
eral standard. 


But these program successes 
cannot mask a deepening problem 
of poverty in Columbus and 
Franklin County, Judge Duncan 
said in his remarks. 


While Columbus and Franklin 
County is becoming more. pros- 
perous as it moves toward a grand 
celebration in 19927 Duncan 
argued'that there is “a clearly dis- 
cernible economic underclass” 
which is growing throughout the 
county, made up of all races but 
particularly affecting Blacks. 

The one-third of the Black pop- 
ulation which is in poverty has 
“failed to receive any of the bene- 
fits of the civil rights movement,”

Duncan said. 

Duncan feared that, “if we are 
not alert, the economic underclass 
will grow larger and the chasm 
between this group and the rest of 
society will grow wider and more 
difficult to cross.” 

Duncan urged individuals and 
groups like those gathered to 
applaud the PIC to “understand

At the conference, Columbus 
Cello-Polly Corp. was honored as 
PIC employer of the year. Of the 
more than 60 people employed by 
the company, 12 have been hired 
through the PIC’s on-the-job 
training program. 


Also honored was the Friends 
of the Homeless, which has refur- 
bished three homes using PIC 
clients, and has placed 17 persons 
in jobs. 


AmeriFlora brings risk 
of higher property taxes 


“I want to alert people that 
AmeriFlora 92 is a good thing for 
the community and a good thing 
for the city, but anything that 
large can bring on problems that 
can be headed off if corrected 
early,” says City Councilman Ben 
Espy. 

High on Espy’s list of concerns 
is the potential of soaring prop- 
erty taxes for residents who live 
near the AmeriFlora site. “Many 
people in the vicinity, who are 
elderly and live ona fixed income, 
will experience a legacy of 
increased property values when 
AmeriFlora is over,"’ Espy 
predicts. 


As a means of combating the 
likelihood of rising assessments, 
the councilman is exploring the 
idea of placing a moratorium on 
property taxes in the AmeriFlora 
area. “I’m not sure if it’s feasible, 
but it may be the only way to make 


sure the residents do not get 
driven out of their homes. 

Espy has also asked Sam Gre- 
sham; president of the Columbus 
Urban League, to contact cities 
that have hosted world’s fairs to 
asgess the impact they hve had on 
nearby communities. 

He anticipates that there will be 
“perceived security problems in 
the Black community.” There is 
also a risk that the Black commun- 
ity will get more isolated due to 
changes in traffic, patterns, 

“Blacks must have an agenda 
for 1992; not only for AmeriFlora 
but for other 1992 observances 
that will be happening that year.” 

Espy challenged Mayor Dana 

Rinehart to devise a plan that will 
benefit the Black community. 
Such a plan should include infras- 
tructure developments and the 
inclusion of Blacks in all eco- 
nomic development aspects of the 
projects.

City Council President Jerry 
Hammond, part owner of the 
club, said Jamial is scheduled to 
appear at Major Chord in 
January. :

tainment. I think the fact that 
Ahmad Jamal was willing to help 
us select the primary instrument 
for the club demonstrates that we 
are scrious about offering quality 
jazz entertainment, It should also 
help us attract other nationally 
recognized jazz musicians to 
Columbus,” Hammond said. 


Hammond said the club plans 
to offer performances by national 
jazz entertainers about twice a 
month. In addition to Jamal, 
other artists already scheduled to 
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appear next year include Billy 
Etkstine, Milt Jackson, and Jon 
Hendricks & Co. 

The club will also feature per- 
formances by regional and local 
jazz artists. 

Jamal’s most recent recordings 
include “Digital Works” and 
“Crystal,” which is scheduled to 
be released this month on Atlantic 
Records. While in Columbus, he 
visited Graves Piano & Organ and 
tested a number of pianos. “Pia- 
nos are like people,” Jamal said, 
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“each has its own personality. I try 
to get a feel for the piano’s 
response, resonance and tone--I 
want to select a piano with a 
healthy personality.” 

Jamal said he also wanted to 


select a piano that suits the size of 


the club, one that.wouldn’t over 
power other instruments or 
voices.

“Certainly, I'm pleased to wear 
the robes and make the decisions 
and I think I've done my job as a 
Municipal Court judged honestly, 
intelligently and fairly,” says 
Jackson. “But 1 am concerned 
that this is 1987 and a Black 


woman is just now sitting as a 


' judge in this county.” 

Out of the more than 45 judges 
currently serving on the bench in 
Franklin County, only three are 
Black. Jackson is the only Black 
. woman. ens 

As a judge, she’s pleased to be 

, Sitting on the Franklin County 
' Municipal Court -- the People’s 
‘ Court, she calls it -- because of the 

kinds of cases that are heard there. 

Fypically those include things like 

traffic tickets, shoplifting, money 

arguments (underd $10,000), 
abandoned cars, drunk driving 
and other misdemeanor crimes. 

“When I was sworn in as judge, 
I said that being a judge -- a public 
serant -- would always be my first 
priority”, recalls Jackson. “And 
I've lived by that belief ever since.” 

® “At 450 cases a month, Judge 
| Jackson admits that she has a 
heavy workload, “But I enjoy it. 
| because I have a chance to affect 
» everyday people's lives -- to 
|“ straighten out the young shoplif- 
S ter before it’s too late, to make a 
“drunk driver sober up so that he 
_ doesn’t drink and drive again, and 
to give justice to person who's 
been treated unfairly in an argu- 
ment over money. 

Judge Jackson often combines 
a jail sentence with community 
service like cleaning up a public 
facility. “I think those who com- 
mit crimes against the community 
need to pay back in some way for 
what they’ve done.” 

Because she is serving out the 
balance of Judge Donna Bow- 
man’s term who is now on the 
Franklin County Court of 
Appeals Jackson must run for 
election this November. 


“This election may be the grea- 
test challenge yet,” Says Jackson. 
“I want the voters to get to know 
the real me -- not the person who is 
described in the television ads run 
by. my. opponent.” 

As a citizen, she is qute con- 
cerned about the tone and the mis- 
leading information contained in 
these commercials. 

“He is saying that my expe- 
rience is limited. If that’s the case 
why did the lawyers in this com- 
munity -- both the Columbus Bar 
Association and the Franklin 
County Trial Lawyers Associa- 
tion prefer me over him,” Jackson 
said. 

Judge Jackson credits the Black 
community with supporting her 
when she needed it the most. “I've 
been overwhelmingly received in 
the Black churches of this com- 
munity, The clergy has been an 
important source of spiritual 
strength and individual encourage- 
ment. My campaign has received 
countless contributions and many 
tireless volunteers as a result. | am 
very thankful.” 

She also points to local Black 
leaders as a source of personal 
inspiration, State Rep. Otto Beat- 
ty will hold a fundraiser. in his law 
office in support of her candidacy 
on Friday, October 23, at 5:00 
p.m. State Rep. Ray Miller has 
contributed time, money and 
much encouragement. Jerry Ham- 
mond and Loretta Heard are a- 
mong her earliest supporters, off- 
ering advice and guidance. 

But Jackson stressed the most 
important task is still ahead. Vot- 
ing on November 3 -- Election 
Day. “I need every vote to win,” 
says Jackson. “Please vote and 
make sure your family and friends 
vote too.” 

It was this kind of aggressive 
persistence that led Jackson to 
leave the tobacco farm in southern 
Virginia where she grew up and to 
enroll in college at Wittenberg 
University in Springfield, Ohio. 
Her love of books inspired her to 
study library science. | 

But during her undergraduate 
years, a friend convinced her to 
pursue a legal career, a thought 
that initially seemed very foreign 


to her. 

“On to tobacco farm, you just 
never saw or heard of a Black law- 
yer,” says Jacksén. “Much less a 


Black woman lawyer. Ithad never , 


occurred to me that this was some= 
thing I could do,” 

But once the idea was planted, it 
grew and Jackson graduated with 
a degree in history and left for the 
prestigious National Law Center 
at George Washington University 
in Washington, D.C. Three years 
later, she earned her law degree 
and took.a job as a staff attorney 
for then Ohio Attorney General 
William J. Brown. 

Since then, she’s never hesita- 
ted. She’s worked as an attorney 
in private practice, a public pro- 
secutor and practiced in all levels 
of court. 

Her husband, Michael Sewell, 
who works for Battelle, under- 
stands her drive and quest for 
excellence and supports her every 
step of the way, spending his off- 
work time on her campaign: 

' As for Judge Jackson, the cam- 
paign has not kept her away from 
her volunteer activities. “You owe 
it the community, as a leader, to 
get involved in a direct way -- to 
make life better for those less 
fortunate.” i 

“As a judge, I see such a dispro- 
portinate number of young Black 
people that I want to do every- 
thing I can as a young Black pro- 
fessional to stop that cycle of 
unemployment, crime and im- 
prisonment.” 

Toward that end, Jackson 
volunteers for the Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools, the Columbus Urban 
League, and the Explorer Scouts. 
She sits on the YWCA Board and 
has recently been named to serve 
on the Southeast Mental Health 
Center Board. “These activities 
give me great satisfaction.” 

“I'm proud to be making his- 
tory here in Franklin County as 
the first Black woman judge. I've 
been firm and fair. I've done a 
good job for the votets. If I have 
my way, I'll have the chance to 
meet all of them and tell them that 
before election day.” 

Knowing her, she probably will.

The juxtaposi- 
tion of these two personal histo- 
ries draws parallels between the 
two eras. 

The Sanctuary movement of 
the 1980's provided safe passage 
and haven for refugees of repres- 
sion in Central America, drawing 
inspiration from the legacy of the 
railway and Tubman.

City, county officials plan 
to deal with vicious animals

‘There were 91,000 registered 

and licensed dogs of different 

\ béeed in Franklin County, and 
643 of these dogs were pit bulls as 
of Monday (Oct. 20). 

Last year, 95,000 dogs of all 
breed were régistered and 
li¢ensed. The high incidence of 
dog attack on people could be a 
factor in the decrease in registra- 
tion, according to county officials. 

~The fear of being mauled or 
killed by any of these dogs 
increases daily, said Leland P. 
Karrick, chief warden, Franklin 
County Department of Animal 
Control, which enforces rabbies 
law and impounds unlicensed or 
dangerous animals. 

Recently, city of Columbus 
Mayor Dana G. Rinehart pro- 
posed an ordinance that would 
strengthen the law “in several 
aréas and ban vicious animals 
from the city.” A hearing on the 
legislation will be held Oct. 27, at 
p:m. in the City Council 
Chambers, 90 W. Broad St. 

Since Sept. 27 when a pit bull 
and a Rottweiler, attacked and 
killed 2-year-old Shannon 
Tacker, who was playing outside 
her Eastside home, concerns have 
béen hovering around central 
Ohio about the viciousness of pit 
bulls and other dangerous 
ammals. 


“Yes, people are apprehensive 
due to widespread publicity about 
pit bulls. In fact, the thought of or 
talk about this animal makes peo- 
ple shiver,” Karrick said. 

Karrick said in an interview 
with The CALL & POST, that his 
department receives a lot of calls 
on pit bulls daily. “An average pit 
bull weighs between 40 to 60 
pounds. We know that another 
animal this size can be danger- 
ous,” he said. 

Asked how many pit bulls 
owners are Black in central Ohio, 
Karrick said, “We don't have sta- 
tistics on the race of dog owners in 
Franklin County, because we 
never ask them on the application. 
-The only Black I remember that 
owns a pitt bull is Kenneth 1. Fer- 
guson, whose pit bull and a Rot- 
tweiler attacked and killed the 2- 
year-old girl on the Eastside in 
September.” 


Karrick said, “Today, city and 
county officials are ready to com- 
bat the problem of vicious anim- 
als. Pit bulls, described by their 
breed, are considered vicious 
animals according to the Ohio 
Revised Code 955.11.” 

Between January and Sep- 
tember of this year, Karrick said, 
there were 10,811 complaints 
about dogs. He said the primary 
complaint was about dogs run- 
ning around or being at large. 


Other complaints were from 
neighbors and relatives of owners, 
saying that some dogs didn’t have 
licenses; dogs attacking other 
dogs, or barking too much inthe 
neighborhood, Karrick said. 

“We don't know how many 
dogs meet the criteria of pit bulls 
to warrant their registration,” 
Karrick said. “Any dog can bite 
anyone anytime, not just the pit 
bulls.” 


Mayor Rinehart recently des- 
cribed pit bulls as “ticking time 
bombs” in an interview on The 
ISSUE show on WBNS-TV 
Channel 10. “They are dogs that 
are trained to kill. We have to 
come at this problem,” he said. 

Dr. William Gesel, a veterinar- 
ian with the Columbus Health 
Department said, “Pit bulls inflict 
serious injuries when they bite. 
They are usually victims of cir- 
cumstances because there are 


some nice bulls out there; people 
make them to be mean.” 

The Oct. 27 will focus on the 
proposed legislation, which calls 
for: 

®Owners, trainers and yeteri- 
narians to report to the Colunibus 
Health Department, dogs trained 
to attack; as 

®Owners to have dogs killed if 
they are determined vicious by the 
Columbus Health Department. 
An. animal would have to be 
involved in an attack to be 
declared vicious; 

®Increasing the penalty against 
the owner from a fourth degree 
misdemeanor to a first-degree 
misdemeanor if the animal attacks 
someone while running loose. 

Current! law regulating vicious 
animals was passed last month by 
the City Council. It allows the city 
to file criminal charges against a 
dog owner whose animal is 
involved in an attack.
